ROASTED ALIVE 


American Soldier Was 
Cruelly Tortured

M ANILA, Jan. 17.—At the continu­ 
ation yesterday of the trial of Major 
Edw in P. Glenn of 
the 5th infantry, 
who Is charged with unlawfully killing 
seven prisoners of w ar in 
Samar, 
a 
sp an iard , 
who was at one time 
held 
prisoner 
by the Insurgents, testified 
th a t while he w as confined a t the head­ 
quarters of General Lukban, in Samar, 
in May of 1900, he spw an American 
prisoner roasted to death. 
The Spaniard said sticks were driven 
into the m an’s body and he w as slow­ 
ly turned over the fire until dead. 
The body was then left fb be devour­ 
ed by hogs. 
He did not know the m a n ’s name, hut 
thought he was an officer. 


Several American officers 
and men 
were captured or reported missing in 
Sam ar in 1900, and the victim is believ­ 
ed to have been one of these. 
Other witnesses reviewed the B alan- 
giga, G andara and Catubig massacres. 
The defence produced a letter, w rit­ 
ten by the insurgent leader Ouevarra, 
in which he adm itted th at the Balan- 
giga m assacre was contrary

proceeding 
very 
slowly. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
s te a m e d close to her and asked 
the 
difficulty. 
Officers 
of 
the St. Louis 
replied that her boilers were leaking 
and sent a boat alongside the Penn­ 
sylvania In charge of the first officer 
with letters from the passengers. The 


first officers said the St. Louis* boilers 
were leaking so badly th a t she could 
steam only five knots an hour in fair 
weather. 
The St. Louis had on board 
eight days provisions and w ater and all 
on board were in good health. 
She re­ 
quired no assistance. 
The St. Louis made slow progress 
coming into port. 
Although 
she was 
sighted off Fire Island at 6 o’clock It 
was not until nine o’clock th a t 
she 
passed Sandy Hook. She reached q u ar­ 
antine a t 9:47. From quarantine where 
she will be kept for a time for the port 
doctor’s examination, she will come up 
to her pier, a t the foot of Fulton street, 
North river. 
She is expected there at 
about 11:30 o’clock. 
The Marine station at Sandy Hook

THE GAS LIGHT COMPANY. 
An article In reference to the negligence of the gas light company will 
be found upon another 
page and should reeelve attention as an example of 
how certain companies get an increase in capitalization on 
pledges which 
they never fulfil. 
The Lowell Gas Ligh*t company In bringing ifs petition for an increase of 
capital stock before 
the legislature promised to construct a sewer from Its 
works to the Concord river ad an estimated 
cost of $8000 to $16,000. 
The 
object of the sewer was to obviate the odors of gas which escaped from the 
other sewers and which have become so offensive 
on Cross, 
Suffolk and 
other adjoining streets. 
The gas light company got an increase in its capital stock; but it did not 
construct the sewer It promised to put In. although 
the odors 
of gas are 
much more offensive now than formerly. 
it is true, as shown 
in the ar­ 
ticle referred to, that the city has since 
constructed 
the Western 
avenue 
sewer and 
permitted the gas company to enter; but without demanding the 
regular sewer assessment. 
Under the circumstances the gas light company stands in a bad light be­ 
fore 
the Lowell public. It should bv compelled to remedy the 
unhealthy 
conditions brought about by the foul odors disseminated from the cKy sew­ 
ers through its effort to avoid the expense of building 
a sewer for Its own 
accommodation. 
The property of taxpayers has been damaged and 
the lives of the 
in­ 
mates have been endangered. It is time the 
gas company 
should make 
amends for its efforts to avoid the expense of a sewer. 


ABOUT 
MUNICIPAL COAL YARDS. 
There are three bills before the legislature providing for municipal coal 
yards but certain members of the legislature want an opinion from the su­ 
preme court upon the constitutionality of Bilch measures. The supreme court 
has already 
passed upon 
the question, 
the opinion of the majority being 
as follows: 
We are not aware of any necessity why cities and towns should under­ 
take this form of business (selling of coal and wood), any more than many 
others which have always been conducted by private enterprise, and 
we 
are not called upon 
to consider what 
extraordinary powers 
the common­ 
wealth may exercise or may authorize cities and towns to exercise in extra­ 
ordinary exigencies for the safety of the state or the welfare of the inhabi­ 
tants. If there be any advantage to the inhabitants In buying and selling 
coal and wood for fuel at the risk of the community on a large scale and on 
what 
has been called the co-operative plan, we are of the opinion that the 
constitution does not contemplate this as one of the ends for which the gov­ 
ernment was established, or as a public service for which cities and towns 
may be authorized to tax their inhabitants. 
That opinion was delivered in 1892 
but 
upon 
thut 
occasion 
Justice 
Holmes, now of the United States supreme bench, expressed a contrary 
opinion. 
He said: 
“I am of opinion that when money is taken to enable a public body to 
offer to the public without discrimination an article of general necessity, 
the purpose is no less public when that article is wood or coal than when 
It is water, or gas, or electricity, or education, to say nothing of cases like 
the support of paupers or the taking of land for railroads or public markets. 
I see no ground for denying the power of the legislature to enact the laws 
mentioned In the questions proposed. 
The need or expediency of such leg­ 
islation is not for us to consider.” 
It seems that In this case the opinion of Judge Holmes Is more in ac­ 
cord with justice and common sense than is that of the majority 
of the 
justices. Under the pressure of public necessity, as In the 
present 
case, 
there is no reason to doubt the right of a city to protect its citizens.

built at the expense of the Lowell Gas 
Light company and was to extend from 
the company’s plant to the Concord 
river. The cost of that sewer, and the 
company's attorney said it would not 
cost less than $8000. and perhaps twice 
that amount was incorporated In the 
company’s argument for an Increase of 
Its capitalization and argumentatively 
it represented not less than $15,000 of 
the Increase asked for and the sewer 
has never been built.

Neither would it be surprising to find 
that the gas company, for self Interest, 
might ask to have an assessment re­ 
turned against it, if it has not had one 
already as a precaution against 
what 
might happen on account of the odors 
that have been complained of—the odor 
that killed a dog 
in the cellar of a 
house where people lived. 
This trouble dates back for consid­ 
erable period and the gas company or 
the city is liable and whoever is li­ 
able should bear in mind that the in­ 
jury complained 
of is expensive and 
far reaching. 
Any assessment proffered now to be 
paid should be refused by the city gov­ 
ernment 
upon the 
ground that the 
gas company 
owes nothing, so as to 
preclude 
the possibility 
of the 
city 
having to bear a dangerous burden.

mem bers of the Clan N a Gael, who 
were in the audience 
and 
upon 
the 
platform as Col. Blake’s statem ent was 
directly addressed to that 
organiza­ 
tion. 
Colonel Blake's 
statem ent 
in 
part follows: 
“Statem ents have been circulated to 
the effect that tfie Clan Na Gael a p ­ 
propriated $10,000 with which to bring 
home the Irish Brigade from 
South 
Africa. 
The people now are inquiring 
about the expenditure of th at money. 
As I have refused to be handled by 
certain people in New' York, m alignant 
stories have been circulated about me 
since I returned to this country and it 
Is only recently that these stories have 
been brought to my notice. 
Some of 
the officers of the Clan Na Gael say 
th at the money was given to me. 
I 
understand th at $4,000 was first sent 
to bring home a detachm ent 
of 
the 
Chicago am bulance corps. 
I can state 
positively th a t such is not the fact. 
The Boer governm ent paid the passage 
of the detachm ent from Delagoa bay 
to New York and supplied each m an 
with an additional $20. 
Shortly after 
the detachm ent left Delagoa bay the 
$4000 was 
received 
by 
U. S. Consul 
Hollis at Delagoa bay, but as the de­ 
tachm ent sailed before the money a r ­ 
rived, Mr. Hollis returned the money 
to the parties who sent it, and got his 
receipt. 
After 
hostilities ceased,

wrote a letter to Hon. John F. Fin- 
nerty of Chicago, ex-congressm an and 
an old friend, and requested 
him 
to 
forward me $3,000 if he could raise It 
so as to bring back a detachm ent of 
men from youth Africa.

th a t the money would be paid back In 
full with interest.

I being a prisoner of war, was allowed 
by England to leave South Africa.

His condition and the 
details of the tragedy are almost the 
only topics of conversation in South 
Carolina. 
Telegrams came throughout 
the day from all parts of the state and 
from m any places beyond its borders 
expressing sym pathy and asking 
for 
the latest news as to his condition. 
All day long 
sym pathetic 
crowds 
gathered around the bulletin board on 
Main street and expressed ardent hopes 
for the recovery of the stricken man. 
All the information obtainable w as the 
bulletins of the physicians posted on 
tho boards.

TO PUT ON N E W GLOVES. 
The length of life enjoyed by a glove 
depends very largely upon the method 
employed in putting the glove on the 
w earer’s hand for the first time. 
If this Ih done properly, there w ill be 
no difficulty on other occasions. 
Cheap gloves w ill sometimes spilt at 
the first or second wearing, and It not 
Infrequently happens that an expensive 
one w ill do the same. 
It requires two people to put on a 
glove properly. 
W hen the glove is but­ 
toned up, the second person should pol­ 
ish the glove sm artly with the fiat palm 
of lier hand. 
This process applied to 
the fingers and back of the glove will 
hold it to the shape of the wearer’s 
hand. 
It Ih advisable to use a hook when 
buttoning a glove, as the violent strug­ 
gles to make hole and button meet tend 
to w ear hobs In the finger tips.

Mr. Miles advanced the 
theory th a t Foster and “Dimple” L aw ­ 
rence committed suicide.

District Attorney Livingstone Smith 
In do sin g for the prosecution said the 
evidence produced all pointed to the 
prisoner as the m urderer of Foster. 
Dtsbrow, he said, was the last person

th at Dis brow had guilty knowledge of 
Foster’s death.

Mr. Samuel N. Wood yesterday cele­ 
brated the S2d anniversary of his birth 
at his home in Hosford square. 
As Mr. 
Wood came to this city when he was 
but a year old, he is now the oldest resi­ 
dent of Lowell. 
To a Sun reporter Mr. 
Wood told a very Interesting story of 
Lowell in the early part of the last cen­ 
tury. 
Mr. Samuel Newell Wood was born In 
Dracut January 16, 1821. Ills father. Sam­ 
uel Wood, was a native of Tewksbury, 
and died In Lowell June I. 1874 
His moth­ 
er, Patience (Kendall) Wood, was ulso 
born In Tewksbury. 
Mr. Wood was educated In the public 
schools of Lowell aud at Phillips acad­ 
emy, Andover, from which latter school 
he graduated In 1837. 
For five years he 
worked as a elerk In the grocery business, 
and at the em! of that time formed a part­ 
nership with Marshall I lemming wav, un­ 
der the firm name of Wood & Hfminlng- 
wuy, in the same line of business. 
Four 
or five years afterwards he disposed of 
his Interest In the business to Mr. H«m- 
ndngway and entered into partnership 
with bls father in the wholesale grain 
business in Market street. 
A year later 


his father retired and he assumed full 
control of the business. 
In ISIS? he ad­ 
mitted his son to partnership, and in 1882 
he disposed of his interest In the business 
to his son and devoted himself solely to 
the care of his real estate interests.

Mr. Wood 
has 
always 
been a republican. 
Ile was a member 
of the common council in 1864. 
He was 
one* of the earliest members of Oberlin 
lodge of G«ld Fellows and of Wanna- 
lancit encampment. 
He is a trustee in 
the Central Havings bank. 
When a young 
man lie \va3 greatly interested In mili­ 
tary affairs, and for a number of years 
was quarterm aster sergeant under Col. 
Bancroft. 
He Is a member of the High 
Street Congregational church. 
In 1843 Mr. Wood was united In m ar­ 
riage with Miss Maria Gray of Wilton. 
N. H. Ile has since been twice married, 
to Laura J. Hyde of Oxford, Conn., In 
1845, and later to Mrs Em m a B. Dudley 
of Epsom, N. Ii. Ile has two surviving 
children. Annie M.. now* Mrs. Charles W. 
Gay, and Edward N .. of this city, 
j Since his retirement from active com­ 
mercial life Mr. Wood has cultivated a 
large farm at Billerica.

LYNN, Mass, Jan. 17.—Local officers 
of the Boot & Shoe W orkers’ union 
are busy engaging boarding for ISO 
cutters expected to come to Lynn this 
evening and Sunday to take the places 
of the striking K nights of Labor cu t­ 
ters In the nine union stam p factories 
now affected by the w ar between the 
rival shoe trade organizations. 
This morning 175 stitchers left the 
D. A. Donovan & company factory, 
m aking 500 girls now out on s y m p a ­ 
thetic strike 
with the K nights of 
Labor. 
The board of trade arbitration com­ 
mittee is interviewing 
m anufacturers 
and the leaders of two organizations 
again today, hoping to find some com­ 
mon ground for a meeting to discuss 
m eans of ending 
the 
trouble. 
Their 
sole aim now is to get the shoe m akers 
now striking back to work th a t there 
m ay be no delay in the factories on the 
filling of orders and to prevent orders 
for shoes being diverted from Lynn. 
It is expected th at if the strike is 
prolonged beyond the first of the week, 
the boot and shoe workers union stam p 
factories not now affected will be ask ­ 
ed to refuse to handle the work. 
This is contem plated as one m eans 
of cutting off the revenue of the K. of 
L. cutters assem bly th a t m ay be used 
to keep the cutters out in the nine fac­ 
tories. 
The turn workm en are aw aiting fu r­ 
ther word from the protection union of 
Haverhill in which they are organized. 
The officers of the boot 
and shoe 
■workers union endeavored to keep the 
Donovan 
stitchers 
from 
striking 
threatening suspension from the union, 
but 
this had no effect. 
In another 
factory an inducem ent of 
rebate of 
dues for six m onths was offered to 
keep the girls from striking. 
The M cKay m achine operators of the 
W alton & Logan factory who are out, 
have issued a call 
for a m eeting at 
K nights of Labor hall Monday to form 
an Independent union of th a t branch 
of the craft.

TO P U T ON NEW GLOVES. 
The length of life enjoyed by a glove 
depends very largely upon the m ethod 
employed in p u ttin g the glove on the 
w earer's h an d for the first time. 
If this is done properly, there will be 
no difficulty on other occasions, 
( ’heap gloves will som etim es split a t 
th© first or second w earing, and it not 
infrequ ently happens th at an expensive 
one will do the same. 
It requires tw o people to pu t on a 
glove properly. 
W hen th e glove is b u t­ 
toned up, the second person should pol­ 
ish the glove sm artly w ith the flat p alm 
of lier hand. 
This process applied to 
the fingers an d b a rk of the glove will 
hold it to the shape of the w e arer’s 
hand. 
It is advisable to use a hook when 
b utto n in g a glove, as the violent s tru g ­ 
gles to m a k e hole an d bu tto n meet tend 
to w ear holes In the Anger tips.

this case and the testimony o f Youtsey, 
Taylor was much 
worried, 
had grown 
thin and emaciated; that he (M c D o w e ll) 
knew who all tile members of the Jury

She was delayed the greater part 
of a week by leaky boilers but no fu r­ 
ther trouble and no accidents occurred 
and she declined assistance by at least 
one passing steamer. 
The H am burg-A m erican 
steam ship 
Pennsylvania, 
from 
H am burg, 
Bou­ 
logne and Plym outh which arrived in 
port this morning reported 
th a t on 
Ja n u a ry lo, in lat. -45.36. Ion. 49.20 abe 
fell In with the St. Louis from South­ 
am pton 
and 
Cherbourg, 
proceeding 
very 
slowly. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
steam ed close to her and asked 
the 
difficulty. 
Officers 
of 
the St. Louis 
replied that her boilers were leaking 
and sent a boat alongside the Penn­ 
sylvania in charge of" the first officer 
with letters from the passengers. The 
first officers said the St. Louis’ boilers 
were leaking so badly th a t she could 
steam only five knots an hour In fair 
weather. 
The St. Louis had on board 
eight days provisions and w ater and all 
on board were in good health. 
She re­ 
quired no assistance. 
The St. Louis m ade slow progress 
coming into port. 
Although 
she w as 
sighted off Fire Island at 6 o’clock It 
was not until nine o’clock th a t 
she 
passed Sandy Hook. She reached quar­ 
antine a t 9:47. From quarantine where 
she will be kept for a time for the port 
doctor’s examination, she will come up 
to her pier, a t the foot of Fulton street, 
North river. 
She is expected there at 
about 11:30 o’clock. 
The Marine station a t Sandy Hook 
displayed signal flags 
for the word 
“Welcome,” as the overdue ship came 
in. 
The St. Louis replied, 
“T hank 
you.” No other signals were displayed 
by the ship as she passed Sandy Hook. 
A large crowd gathered a t the Ameri­ 
can line pier to welcome the delayed 
passengers. 
The St. Louis 
left Cherbourg 
Jan. 
4 a t 1.06 a. rn., and arrived att Sandy 
Hook lightship at 8.34 this morning, 
m aking 
the passage 
In 13 days, five 
hours 
and 20 
minutes, an 
average 
speed of 9.74 knots. 
H er 
day ’s 
runs 
were 341, 289. 
332.5. 312, 200, 
196.5, 125, 
130. 183. 
193. 225, 236.5 and 
279.5. total 
distance 3043 
knots. 
The first three 
days she made 
fairly good progress in 
the 
prevailing 
w eather 
which was 
rough 
and squally with 
high cross 
seas. 
The speed then slackened so 
that the passengers 
began to discuss 
it. 
Between 
the rough w eather and 
the ship’s 
inability 
to m ake 
speed, 
they became so 
Indignant th at m eet­ 
ings were held and 
resolutions were 
adopted censuring the steam ship com ­ 
pany for perm itting passengers to em ­ 
bark on a steam er 
whose 
condition 
was so pitiable. 
It w as decided that 
these resolutions 
be typewritten 
on 
the passengers' 
arrival on shore and 
be given to the press for publication. 
Many of the passengers express great 
idignation. 
On Jan u ary 9 the boilers began to 
a badly and continued to do so un- 
i yesterday. 
The St. Louis encoun- 
ed 
unusually 
storm y 
w eather 
cugUout. 
On Ja n u ary l l and 12 it 
Ayers 
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blew a whole gale from west n o rth ­ 
west to 
northw est 
accompanied 
by 
violent squalls and snowstorms. 
On 
these two days the ship logged only 
125 and 130 knots respectively. 
On 
Jan u ary IO, when the saloon passen­ 
gers learned of the exact conditions 
of the steam er’s boilers and engines, 
they held an indignation meeting In 
the smoking room and adopted resolu­ 
tions censuring the International N a v ­ 
igation company for sending the 
St. 
Louis to sea in her dangerous condi­ 
tion. 
A copy of these resolutions was 
handed to Captain Passow. 
They de­ 
mand that Lie ship be headed for H al­ 
ifax or that her passengers be tr a n s ­ 
ferred to sonic passing fast west bound 
steam er if feasible. 
A copy of the 
resolutions was ordered sent to 
the 
Associated Press. 
The report of the passengers com mit­ 
tee was as follows: 
8. S. St. Louis, a t sea. Jan. 12, 1903. 
To the passengers of 8. S. St. Louis: 
The undersigned com mittee unani­ 
mously elected by the saloon passen­ 
gers at an indignation m ass meeting 
held Jan u ary IO, 1903, begs leave to re­ 
port: 
First, that there Is satisfactory evi­ 
dence th at the S. S. St. Louis entered 
Southampton harbor. Ja n u a ry 2. last, 
after an easterly voyage of more than 
nine days In a smooth sea in a crippled 
condition and that she was sent to sea 
on the following day, leaving but little 
or no time for necessary overhauling 
and needy repairs. 
Second, that your committee has been 
credibly informed th at 
this condition 
was known to the managem ent of the 
company before em barking passengers. 
Third, that 
no accident 
so 
far as 
your committee are aw are has occurred 
sfnve leaving Southam pton to 
impair 
the speed of this ship. 
The delay has 
been only such as m ight have been 
reasonably expected from the crippled 
condition of her boilers. Providence in­ 
deed has been exceedingly kind to us 
and we are truly grateful th a t through 
this tender mercy we have been thus 
far spared a calam ity too horrible to 
contemplate. 
Fourth, we cannot too severely con­ 
demn the recklessness of a m anage­ 
m ent th at would order such a crippled 
vessel loaded with hum an freight, to 
contend with the storm s and perils of 
an Atlantic winter. 
W e believe that 
our lives have been 
put in Jeopardy 
and certainly our loved ones a t home 
are being made to Buffer great mental 
anguish, not to mention the severe fin­ 
ancial losses m any of us have incurred 
and are now incurring. 
Fifth, that on the evening of J a n u ­ 
ary 10th, 1903, the following petition 
was presented to (’aptain F. M. Passow 
commanding the S. S. St. Louis: 
The undersigned passengers of the 
steam ship St. Louis, bound 
for 
New 
York, hereby request, that In view of 
tl»e crippled condition of this steam ­ 
ship and the consequent uncertainty 
of the date of her reaching that point, 
you hail some fast west bound ste am ­ 
er for the purpose of transferring us 
thereto or thut the boat be put into 
Halifax lf feasible. 
Signed by the saloon passengers. 
T hat In reply, Captain Passow ex­ 
plained the difficulties and dangers a t ­ 
tending a transfer of passengers a t 
sea and further stated that it would 
be an exceedingly dangerous 
under­ 
taking to attem pt to take the ship in 
her present condition Into the harbor 
of Halifax. 
He volunteered the in­ 
formation that he m ight later on enter 
Boston harbor and had the question 
under advisement. 
8ix*th, th a t it is a m atter of keen 
regret that a first-class steamship such 
as 
the St. Louis 
is reported 
to be, 
should not be supplied with 
the M ar­ 
coni system, 
the absence of which has 
been seriously felt during the ever 
to 
be remembered voyage. 
Seventh, 
that the 
'thanks 
of 
the 
passengers 
are due 
to the officers of 
the 
ship for their uniform 
courtesy 
under these very trying circumstances 
in endeavoring to allay our uneasiness 
and excitement. 
The committee 
consisted 
of A. P. 
Lloyd, Louis B. Berne!,

Nlchol. 
The report 
of this 
committee was 


unanimously approved and resolutions 
were adopted condemning the action of 
the managem ent of

PA SSEN G ERS W IL L SUE.

N E W YORK. Jan. 17.—Many of the 
first class passengers of the delayed 
liner St. Louis have declared their in ­ 
tention of entering suit 
against 
the 
company. 
Their cases were placed in the hands 
of lawyers on board. 
The steam er’s time from Cherbourg 
to the lightship was 13 days, 5 hours 
and 20 minutes, six days. 15 hours and 
25 m inutes behind h e r 
best 
record. 
There was no accident of any kind at 
any time, and although heavy w eather 
w as encountered practically all of the 
delay was caused by Inability to get up 
good steam in the defective boilers. 
PA SSEN G ERS ANGRY. 


The passengers became very angry 
when they learned of the poor progress 
the vessel was m aking and an indig­ 
nation meeting was held on board, at 
which the line was severely censured 
for having perm itted 
passengers 
to 
em bark on a steam er in the condition 
In which the St. Louis was. 
A statem ent 
was drawn up, which was given to the 
public on the liner’s arrival here by a 
com m ittee chosen to 
set 
forth 
the 
grievances of those on board. 
After she was sighted off Nantucket 
last night, the St. Louis 
made 
good 
tim e to New York and 
reached 
her 
pier some hours ahead of the time set 
last night. 
A large crowd gathered at 
the American line pier and cheered as 
she came in with h er passengers for 
whose safety 
grave fears had been felt 
for several days. As the steam er pass­ 
ed up the river before the docking tugs 
had taken charge of her, those who 
had been anxiously aw aiting her a r ­ 
rival. gave vent to their feelings by 
cheering and waving flags and h a n d ­ 
kerchiefs. 
The signals were answered 
from the steam er and then there was 
more cheering. 
GREAT EXCITEM ENT.

boilers were defective and leaky and 
we sought inform ation from the offi­

her from reaching here after a normal 
passage. 
The marked loss of steam ing 
power could not have been foreseen. 
Even in the light 
of 
our 
present 
knowledge there is nothing in any way 
that affects the perfect safety of the 
ship. 
The m anagem ent much regrets 
the Inconvenience caused the passen­ 
gers and the 
anxiety 
caused 
their 
friends.’’ 
MAJOR OWEN S STORY. 
Major C. Ounliffe Owen of the B rit­ 
ish army, said in an interview: 
“On Jan u ary 12 Captain Passow told 
a passenger that 
there 
were 
only 
about 12 hundred tons of coal aboard 
the ship, and th a t he was afraid that 
he would not have enough to last tho 
voyage out. 
The engineers were u s­ 
ing the 
m inimum 
quantity daily to 
keep the ship going." 
After tho first week the food supply 
was appreciably cut down, according 
to the statem ents of passengers, and 
cream and eggs were taken from th** 
breakfast m enus and only a small al­ 
lowance of 
milk 
was given to each 
passenger. 
From subordinate officers 
on the ship, it w as learned th a t 
the 
diet of the crew for the past week con* 
slated solely of oatmeal and potatoes. 
After about a week the running water- 
supply was 
cut off 
and 
passengers 
could get w ater for toilet and bathing 
purposes only in buekets, as 
it 
was 
brought to them by the stewards. 
John Phillips, 
the chief engineer of 
St. Louis, said: 
“ We came into port with 2.48 tons of 
coal in our bunkers. 
When 
we 
got 
into Southam pton on our last trip out 
the boilers were ail right. 
The delay 
oi two days in getting into that port 
was caused by heavy weather, 
high 
gj.les and head seas. 
“I had not noticed that ther« 
was 
anything wrong with the boilers, u n ­ 
til we were two days out of 
C h er­ 
bourg. 
The trouble began then 
and 
since that time the boilers have not 
been capable of 
generating
